Dear Sir:—In Thb Sbntixbl of 
the 17th inst. you say "Mrs. L D. G. 
Nelsqm, of Indianapolis, is visiting 
reiationa in Fort Wayne." I wish to 
correct the impression, if such pre- 
vails, that I, or my family, are resi 
dents of Indianapolis. 
Sueh is not 
thç case, althougl^ I am necessarily 
here most of Uie time at present, in 
iiie dilc^M^ of my oflcial ^tiee as 
eti^ koose comaisdooer. My wife 
and daughter are here and at Fort 
Wayne as convenience or necessity 
requires. Our home is at Fort Wayne, 
where It iiM bean for the psst forty- 
siac years. It is the only place where 
I j ^ j any personal taxes, or have a 
right to vote, and where all my social 
and domestic obligations center, and 
duties as an officer of home organiaa- 
tions of different kindaare dieehatged. 


Being frequently inquired of when 
at home of the extent and dimensions 
of tkó state house building, its cost, 
and the length of time probably re- 
quired to complete it, etc., I would 
remark that the folio wing descrip^n, 
given at the time of laying tbe corner 
stone, is in the main as accurate as it 
can be given now, and will be of inter- 
est probably to your readers, such at 
least as have never seen it described. 


"The plan of the building in out 
line is that of the Greek cron, some 
vdiat modified in form by bold pro- 
jections, pving depth of shadow in 
perspective, and great strength in con- 
struetion. The length from north to 
south is 492 feet; width, on south and 
north fronts, 185 feet; depth, east 
and west of central projection, 282 
feet. Including basement there are 
four stories. The floor of first story 
is 14 feot above the level of the street, 
and includes the offices of the various 
departments of the state service. Tbe 
second floor 20 feet above, contains 
the l^slative halls, supreme court, 
state library and the various offices 
attached to each. The the third floor 
contains the lobbies of legislative 
halls and committee rooms. On each 
floor a grand corridor 68 feet wide 
extends the entire length of the build- 
ing, being supported by a double row 
of marble columns, piers and pilasters, 
and lighted from attic to basement 
with ample sky lights. The distin- 
guishing feature of the building add- 
ing grandeur and dignity to its ap- 
pearance, is the dome, 72 feet in di- 
ameter, rising from the centre to a 
height of 284 feet above the ground. 
From foundation to roof it is con- 
strncted of solid stone cut and drsssed 
to exact dimenrions, and enriched 
inside and out with niches, memorial 
pannels and elaborate cornices cut 
and carved in the solid walls. In 
perspective, the beauty, strength and 
harmony of the Corinthian order of 
architecture is successfully displayed 
in a rich combination of appropriate 
columns, pilasters and pediments—the 
whole presenting a monument of archi- 
tecture worthy of the state and the 
age." 


The building is now beginning to 
develop its proportions as the work 
progrMses on the second story, and 
the grand corridor with its immense 
proportions, especially so rince the 86 
massive marble pier and columns, and 
the 98 marble pilasters have been put 
in position on the first floor. 


inietime required to complete the 
work is somewhat problematical. It 
is an immense structure covering two, 
acres of ground, that cannot be con- 
structed in a day. It is the largest 
building of the kind In the United | 
States, not even excepting the famous i 
Albany, N. T., State House, upon 
which twelve or fourteen millions i 
have already been expended, but we ; 
expect to shelter the next succeeding : 
legislature after next winter. Thej 
Work is being pushed, and is going on i 
quite satisfactorily, with a force equal 
to nearly 400 men, including the vast 
amount of machinery employed, some 
of which Is run night and day with 
ihe assistance of electric Hght 


The coet of the building is fixed by 
thè leghdature and the decision of the 
supreme court at two millions, and it 
will not exceed it. Whether it will 
be equal in appearance and as com- 
plete in all of its appointments as that 
of any similar builiUng àt the same 


much greater coat, will be tiie sntiN 
ject of proper criticism when the 
work is completed and tnmed over to 
the state.
